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Tests for Rubies and Sapphires. 


Some Simple Methods of Distinguishing the Scientific or Synthetic Stones from the 
Natural Corundum Gems. 


By Prof. Frank B. Wade. 














EDITOR’S NOTE:—In the following article Professor Wade gives to the trade some important 


information in regard to tests which a 


ieweler can 


cse to distinguish scientific or synthetic 


gems from natural stones, his article on this subject being the first that has appeared for a long 


time and contains information which 


should be in the hands of every 


ieweler. It should be 


noted that in treating this subiect Professor Wade confines himself particularly to the methods 
of distinguishing the true synthetic from the genuine gem and does not go irto the subject of imi- 


tation or false synthetic gems. 


His tests are based on the supposition that the so-called synthetic 


or scientific stone is a duplicate of the natural stone in every general particular, having the same 
specific gravity, dichroism and index of refraction. He, therefore, does not touch upon the determina- 
tion of specific gravity, the use of the dichroscope or the refractometer, all of which should be con- 


sidered in determining whether a stone is a synthetic or not. 


For instance: If a blue or red stone 


believed to be a ruby or sapphire shows no pleochroism, when looked at through the dichroscope, 
it is neither a genuine corundum stone nor a synthetic reproduction. Likewise, if the specific gravity 
test shows the specific gravity to be less than 3.94 and greater than 4.08 it is not the ruby or sap- 


phire of nature, nor the scientific reproduction of the laboratory. 


The same holds true if the crystal 


is not doubly refracting or if the refractive indices do not correspond to those of the ruby or sap- 


phire. 


Many so-called synthetic sapphires on the market are not synthetics at all and may be 


easily distinguished by simple tests, some of these stones showing a purple tinge under electric 


light and showing no dichroism or pleochroism at all. 


it will be seen, therefore, that the. article 


by Professor Wade applies particularly to those gems which respond to the scientific tests for 
corundum gems and relates entirely to the means of distinguishing natural gems of this char- 
acter from the synthetic products now on the market. 


HAT there is still need for more wide- 

spread information in regard to means of 
telling scientific stones from natural ones 
was forced home to the writer recently 
when he was called upon to decide whether 
a certain drop-shaped ruby was or was not 
a natural stone. 

The ruby had been acquired in a trade by 
the representative of a diamond importing 
house and had been sold for a natural stone 
to a retail jeweler. The latter in turn sold 
it as natural to a customer. After some 
time the customer took the ruby to another 
jeweler to have it reset and learned that it 
was probably a scientific stone. Of course 
that started a series of “come backs” and 
one refund after another had to be made. 
At last accounts the “trader” was still try- 
ing to collect what he had invested in the 
“ruby.” 

Now, all this trouble might have been 
avoided if the dealers concerned had used 
a very little knowledge which there has 
been plenty of opportunity for them to ac- 
quire, and the purpose of this article is to 
put in as usable a form as possible the 
simple methods of testing between scien- 
tific and natural stones. 

It should be said first that the only true 
scientific or synthetic stones on the market 
are those having the composition and 
properties of corundum, that is to say the 
ruby and the several color varieties of 
sapphire, as blue, pink, yellow and white 
and a greenish stone that appears reddish 
by artificial light, which is called scien- 
tific Alexandrite, but which has, however, 
the composition and properties of the co- 
rundum gems rather than those of true 
Alexandrite. All so-called “scientific em- 


eralds” have turned out to be either of 
paste of one sor: or another or else triplets 
having a top and a back of some inexpen- 
sive but hard stone of pale color and a 
centrai slice of deep green glass—the three 
pieces being cemented together so skilfully 
that the junctions frequently escape any but 
a very careful examination with a lens. 

Now the fact that all true scientific 
stones are corundum gems makes their de- 
termination fairly simple on the following 
basis: Among the considerable number of 
corundum gems of nature, whether ruby 
or sapphire of various colors, there is sel- 
dom found one that is entirely free from 
defects. Almost always, even in what are 
regarded as fine specimens, one will easily 
find with a glass defects in the crystalliza- 
tion. Moreover, these defects are charac- 
teristic and typical of the corundum gems. 

The scientific corundum gems, however, 
never have these typical defects. Hence 
the surest and simplest way of distinguish- 
ing between the two kinds of stones is to 
acquaint oneself with the typical defects of 
natural corundum gems, and then to look 
for such defects in any specimen of ruby 
or sapphire that is in question. 

While a description of some of the most 
common of the typical defects of rubies 
and sapphires is to follow, the jeweler. 
who may not yet be familiar with them by 
actual experience, owes it to himself and 
to his customers to acquaint himself at first 
hand with the natural defects of such mate- 
rial, which he is always in a position to do 
through the courtesy of representatives of 
houses dealing in precious stones, if he 
himself does not carry such material in 
stock. 





Perhaps the most common of the typical 
detects of corundum gems is the peculiar 
appearance known as “silk.” This is 
when a strong light is allowed to 
stream through the stone at right angles to 
the observer’s line of sight. Sets of fine, 
straight, parallel lines will be and 
these will frequently meet other sets of 
similar lines at an angle of

120) degrees 


(like the angle at which the sides of a 
regular hexagon meet) or the lines may 
cross each other at that angle or at an 


angle of 60 degrees (the complement of 
120 degrees). Such stratght parallel lines 
are never seen in scientific stones, and their 
presence may be taken to indicate positive- 
ly that the stone having them is a natural 


stone. In fine specimens of natural ruby 
or sapphire such lines will be few and 
dificult to find, but in some position or 
other they will usually be found if the 


search is even as careful as that which one 
would habitually employ in looking for 
defects in a diamond. In the vast major- 
ity of cases no such careful search will be 
required to locate “silk” in natural rubies, 
and if a stone that is apparently a ruby 1s 
free from such defects it is almost a fore- 
gone conclusion that one is dealing with a 
scientific stone. 

Another common type of defect in corun- 
dum gems is the occurrence of patches otf 
milky cloudiness within the material. A 
little actual acquaintance with the appear- 
ance of this sort of defect in natural stones 
will make it easy to distinguish from the 
occasional cloudiness found in_ scientific 
stones. which latter cloudiness is due to the 
presence of swarms of minute gas bubbles. 
These tiny bubbles can be seen under a 
high power lens and this suggests a third 
feature that may be used to tell whether 
one has a natural stone or not. 

Natural rubies and sapphires, like scien- 
tific ones, frequently contain bubbles—but 
these are always angular in the natural 
stones, while those of the scientific stones 
are generally round or rounding, never 
angular. 

To sum up the suggestions already pre- 
sented since natural and scientific corundum 
gems are composed of essentially the same 
material and have identically the same 
physical and chemical properties and fre- 
quently very closely resemble each other in 
color, it is necessary to have recourse to 


some other means of distinguishing be- 
tween them. The best and simplest means 
for those who are acquainted with the 


structual defects common to natural corun- 
dum gems is to seek for such defects in 
any specimen that is in question and if no 
such defects can be found, to be very 
sceptical as to the naturalness of the speci- 
men, inasmuch as perfect corundum gems 
are very rare in nature and when of fine 
color command exceedingly high prices. No

for knowledge and for integrity by selling 
as a natural stone any gem which does not 
possess the minor defects common to prac- 
tically all corundum gems. 

So far our tests have been mostly nega- 
tive. It was said, however, that spherical 
bubbles sometimes appear in scientific gems. 
Another characteristic structural defect of 
practically every scientific gem may be util- 
ized to distinguish them. As is well known, 
the rough material is formed in “boules” 
or pear shaped drops under an inverted 
blowpipe. The powdered material is fed 
in with one of the gases and passes through 
the flame, melting as it goes, and then ac- 
cumulating and crystallizing below as a 
“boule.” The top or head of this “boule” 
is rounding from the start and hence the 
successive layers of material gather in their 
curved zones. The color and structure of 
these successive zones are not perfectly unti- 
form, hence when cut stones are made from 
the “boules” these curving parallel layers 
may be seen within by the use of a good 
lens, especially if the cut stone 1s held in 
a strong crossing light as was suggested 
when directions were given above as to 
the best way to look for “silk” in a natural 
stone. 

Owing to the shape of a well cut stone 
it is sometimes difficult to get light through 
the material, yet by turning the stone re- 
peatly, some position will be found in 
which the curving parallel striae can be 
seen. They are easily seen in scientific 
ruby, less easily in dark blue sapphire, but 
still they can be found on close search. 
In the light colored stones and in white 
sapphire, the difficulty is greater, as there 
are no color variations in the latter case. 
However, the value of white sapphire is 
so slight, whether natural or artificial, that 
it is a matter of but little moment, and 
what has already been said as to natural 
defects, applies to white sapphire as well 
as to the colored varities and absolutely 
clear and perfect natural white sapphire 1s 
rare, 

One more distinguishing mark of the 
scientific stones may be added to give full 
measure to the scheme of separation that 
no one need be deceived. 

The surface finish of the scientific stones 
is rarely as good as that of the natural 
material and it more difh- 
cult to produce a good polish on scientific 
than on natural The degree 
of hardness of the scientific stones seems 
to be slightly variable so that the polishing 
material removes the surface material un- 
equally, leaving minute streaky marks on 
the surfaces of the facets. Possibly this 
condition might be remedied by skilful 
treatment, but hardly at the price obtain- 
able for the product, so that a close study 
of the surface finish will sometimes help 
in distinguishing between natural and ar- 
tificial material. Any fine specimen of 
natural ruby or sapphire will have usually 
received very expert treatment and a 
splendid surface finish. 

In conclusion, then, the points to be re- 
membered in determining the origin of 
corundum gems are four in number.

lift the curtain that hides one of the 
greatest of nature’s mysteries. No man 
has ever yet been able to see clearly what 
lies behind that curtain or completely to 
explain it, but the glimpse that we can get 
is of fascinating interest. One must ap- 
proach these things with the open mind of 
a child, content with facts alone where 
reasons cannot be had. 

One of the simple facts that we must 
accept to begin with is this: Carbon, one 
of the 70 or 80 primary elements out otf 
which all matter is formed, occurs, pure, 
in two entirely different and contrasted 
forms. These are, first, diamond; second, 
graphite or plumbago (pencil lead). If 
each of these substances was a compound, 
or mixture of different elements, compris- 
ing in both cases carbon as the principal 
constituent, there would be no cause for 
mystification. But they are absolutely the 
same unmixed thing, although in appear- 
ance and in properties they are totally un- 
like! 

The molecules of each are the 
they are molecules of carbon, and nothing 
else—but, 1n one the molecules are so ar- 
ranged that they form a transparent, ex- 
cessively hard, solid crystal, endowed with 
marvelous powers of refracting light which 
make it the most dazzling of all gems; and, 
in the other the same molecules are so ar- 
ranged that they form a dull, soft, black, 
or gray substance, that leaves a_ dirty 
streak when rubbed upon paper. 

The secret lies within them; it is in the 
internal play of the molecular forces—but 
what makes these forces act so differently 
when they have precisely the same material 
to work upon? Burn a diamond and it 
turns to graphite. 

Charcoal is a third form of carbon, ordi- 
narily produced by the charring of wood, 
whereby all the other elements contained 
in the wood are removed, leaving the car- 
bon in the form of a soft, black substance 
which, in some ways, resembles graphite. 

Charcoal and a few similar substances 
are called amorphous, or “shapeless’ car- 
bon, because they are never crystallized, as 
diamond always, and graphite sometimes 
is. Yet charcoal, too, has the royal dia- 
mond blood. That blood sometimes sits 
on the throne and sometimes slaves in the 
mine, but, despite the turns of chance be- 
low, it is always itself. The proof of this 
statement forms an answer to your second 
question. 

Yes, charcoal can turn to diamond, and 
the things that make it turn are great heat 
with great pressure. Here, in

If the molten iron is allowed to 
cool at ordinary pressure the charcoal only 
turns to graphite. So we see that the magic 
wand whose touch makes diamond of what 
would otherwise be mere dull pencil lead 
is the wand of High Pressure.

Conditions in the Gem Trade of London and Amsterdam as Reported by The Jewelers’ 
Circular’s Correspondents. 














LoNpDON, Nov. 19.—Reports from the dif- 
ferent branches of our trade indicate that 
conditions have improved, as compared with 
last month. It is noted that some of the 
West End manufacturing jewelers are do- 
ing more business, although trading is no‘ 
at all brisk. Although it cannot be expected 
that business will attain the same level as 
in normal years, yet in a great metropolis 
like London there is bound to be a cer‘ain 
amount of trade. 

There has been a rise in the rate of ex- 
change wich the Amsterdam market and 
this has tended to produce a more normal 


business atmosphere. Prices for medium 
quality melees, as well as small sizes in 
other grades, have advanced since last 
month from five to 10 per cent. For some 
time before the war started most of our 
firms were carrying light stocks of dia- 


monds. The war broke up the normal trend 
of business and the merchants did not re-

JEWELER CLEVERLY ROBBED. 


Thief Makes Purchase at Philadelphia 
Store Preliminary to Getting Away 
With $500 Worth of Diamonds. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 1—A _ daring 
jewelry robber, who visited the store he in- 
tended to despoil before making his well- 
planned raid, purchased a cheap watch fob 
from Charles Asquith, Jr., behind the coun- 
ter in his father’s jewelry store, 8405 Ger- 
mantown Ave., Chestnut Hill, and walked 
out with a tray containing 12 diamonds, 
valued at $500, while the young man’s back 
turned. The robbery occurred be- 
tween 7 and 8 o’clock last evening. 

The Germantown police have a complete 
description of the man, given to them by 
Young Asquith, who observed him upon his 
first visit and when he returned to make the 
watch fob purchase. 

\t the conclusion of the sale, after 
Asquith had put the money for the watch 
fob in the cash drawer, he turned towara 
the rear of the store, the customer having 
started for the front door. Asquith reached 
the rear door and disappeared into the ad- 
joining rear room before the customer got 
outside. Evidence showed that the customer 
had paused at the front door, waited to 
make sure that Asquith was out of the 
store and then had crept quietly back of 
the counter. The thief then leaned over the 
showcase, opened the drop-back and ex- 
tracted the tray of diamonds. Next he 
worked the cash drawer open and took $19 
in money. 

It was not until the next customer came 
in, about a quarter of an hour JIater, that 
Asquith discovered the robbery.

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TEST FOR WATCHES. 


Government Announces Next Test for 
Timepieces by Bureau of Standards 
Will Begin Jan. 11. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—The next 
regular test of watches for the public at 
the Bureau of Standards, Washington, will 
begin on Tuesday, Jan. 11, 1916, it was an- 
nounced to-day. Watches intended for the 
Class B test may be entered for trial up 
to Jan. 25, 1916. Watches may be submitted

Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
Issues Statement—Application for 
Receiver Denied. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 4.—Manutacturing 
jewelers in this city and the Attleboros are 
interested to a much larger extent in the 
failure of the Brodegaard Jewelry Stores, 
Inc.. Omaha, Nebr., than in any previous 


failure during the past 12 months. The 
Manufacturing Jewelers’ Board of Trade 
has just issued the following interesting 


statement concerning this case: 

“An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed against the Brodegaard Jewelry 
Stores, Inc., Omaha, Nebr., on Nov. 24. 
This concern had trusteed its assets for the 
benefit of creditors in January, 1915, W. G. 
Ure and P. H. Kuhns being appointed the 


trustees. Under their supervision as trus- 
tees two dividends, aggregating 15 per 
cent., were paid to the creditors in Feb- 
ruary and June. In the early part of Oc- 


tober Mr. Ure, one of the trustees, and his 
attorney, Mr. Baird, met the creditors at 
the rooms of the Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade and the situa- 
tion, after submitting a detailed report of 
the trustees’ administration. 

“A committee was appointed, consisting 
of Fraray Hale, representing the Interna- 
tional Silver Co.; Horace W. Steere, rep- 
resenting Arnold & Steere, and George E. 
\icCormick, representing the Ballou Mfg. 
Co. This committee, Mr. Ure and Mr. 
Baird had several conferences, as a result 
of which it was decided to recommend the 
acceptance of a compromise settlement. The

York, took an important action in regard 
to the National Jewelry Fashions Publicity 
Bureau, resigning from that body after a 


long debate, in which the actions of the 
bureau and of its temporary officers on the 
general publicity question were thoroughly 
discussed and severely criticized. The com- 
mittee heartily favor the publicity idea, but 
did not intend to be identified with the 
methods of the management of the Bureau. 


Some time ago, when the National Jewel- 
ry Fashions Publicity Bureau was being 
formed, the National Jewelers Board of 


Trade expressed hearty sympathy with the 
idea of jewelry publicity generally, and be- 
lieving that the Bureau was to be a repre- 
sentative trade body, offered to co-operate 
with it in any way. At the suggestion of 
the temporary officers of the Bureau that 
the Board appoint a committee to act with 
it, President Nissen appointed the Good 
and Welfare committee to act as the gen- 
eral publicity committee of the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade and as such they 
were to co-operate with and become part of 
the Bureau. 

As the temporary officers of the Bureau 
have called no meetings nor attempted to 
perfect a permanent organization, but have 
acted as if they were put in permanent con- 
trol of the Bureau, and as the Bureau has 
apparently done no work whatsoever in 
the publicity line, but has criticized and 
tried to hamper work that has been done 
in other sources, a majority of the commit- 
tee of the National Jewelers Board of 
Trade became disgusted with the conditions 
and the chairman of the committee pre- 
pared to resign after learning that the Bu- 
reau officially, through its secretary, had 
called upon trade papers and others to stop 
the educational publicity work performed

This was done in a letter sent out by Gus- 
tavus Sickles, temporary secretary of the 
Bureau, and the action was never repudi- 
ated by the temporary organization or its 
committee.

\fter a thorough discussion, it was moved 
“that the members of the Good and Wel- 
fare committee appointed by the president 
of the National Jewelers Board of Trade, 
as a special committee to co-operate with 
the National Jewelry Fashions Publicity 
Bureau, hereby tender their resignation as 
such special committee.” 

It was made clear that the action of the 


committee in resigning from the National 
Jewelry Fashions Publicity Bureau was in 
no way because their interest had been 


lessened in the publicity movement. On 
the contrary, it was because most of the 
members wanted to see real publicity work 
done and encourage such work wherever 
possible, that they felt that the action was 
necessary, it being clear that the members 
were ready and willing to participate in any 
and all movements for jewelry publicity of 
a general trade character that would bene- 
fit the industry. To make their action clear, 
the committee passed a resolution to the 
effect that “the text of the motion as to 
their resignation be sent to all the trade 
journals and trade organizations, with the 
expli ination that this action of the members 
in resigning was not to be considered to 
imply that the committee is not in favor 
of giving publicity for the sale of jewelry, 
but it feels that in taking the action it 1s 
now in a better position to heartily co-oper- 
ate in a nation-wide publicity movement 
which it hopes will be started very shortly.”

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ROPE CHAIN DECLARED JEWELRY. 


United States Court of Customs Appeals 
Upholds Decision of General Ap- 
praisers as to Duty on Rope 
Chains in Any Length. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—The United 
States Court of Customs Appeals has to-day 
handed down a decision in Case No. 1367, 
United States vs. Masson & Co. The opin- 
ion, handed down by Judge Montgomery, is 
to the effect that rope chains, imported in 
long lengths to be used in the manutacture 
of watch chains and which were assessed 
for duty by the Collector of Customs as 
“chains” are properly dutiable as “unfin- 
ished parts of jewelry” at 60 per cent, ad 
valorem. 

This was the same view as that taken by 
the Board of General Appraisers who sus- 
tained the protest of the importer.

Damage Estimated at About $100,000 
Caused by Fire Which Started in 
Store of Baynard, Banks & 
Bryan. 


\\ ILMINGTON, DEL., Dec. 4.-—One of the 
worst fires that has visited this city in vears 
occurred last night and caused a loss now 
estimated at more than fire 
broke out in the four-story brick building at 
the southwest corner of 5th and Market 
»ts., occupied by the jewelry firm of Bay- 
nard, Banks & Bryan, and before the flames 
were controlled many firemen were over- 
come and some were in such serious condi- 
tion that they were taken to the hospital. 

While the firemen did effective work in 
confining the blaze to the building in which 
it started, the adjoining property, occupied 
by the store of E. S. R. Butler & Son, was 
damaged by water and the stock probably 
is damaged by a dense smoke which filled 
the place. The building of the Every Eve- 
ning Publishing Co., which abuts on the 
rear end of the Baynard building, was dam- 
aged by water which flooded the cellar. 

The fire raged for nearly three hours and 
was witnessed by a great crowd of people. 
All street car traffic on Market St. was 
blocked between 4th and 8th Sts. While the 
blaze was at its worst, another alarm was 
sounded from box 115, at 8th and Lom- 
bard Sts., but this proved to be a false 
alarm. Just before the fire was discovered 
in the Baynard building an alarm was sent 
in from box 32, at 6th and Tatnall Sts.. 
when a fire was discovered in a house at 
oth and Tatnall Sts. This was only a slight 
blaze . 

Members of the jewelry firm will imme- 
diately rent another store on Market St 
and will open up for business on Monday 
morning. They stated last night that all re- 
pair work and all customer’s work that was 
in the store at the time is secure. It was 
locked in fireproof safes and will be ready 
tor delivery to customers on Monday morn- 
Ing. 

The fire was one of the worst the local 
department has had to combat for a long 
time, due to the dense smoke which filled 
the whole building. It was while endeavor- 
ing to get into the store and fight the blaze 
range that several firemen were

overcome. 

It was just about 6.30 o’clock last night 
that the fire started. All the employes 
of the store had gone home after their day’s 
work and the store was virtually closed. 
William G. Bryan and Charles M. Banks, 
members of the firm, remained in the build 
ing putting diamonds and other precious 
stones, set in pins, rings and other de- 
signs, as well as in loose form, in the com- 
pany’s fireproof safes. They were also 
busily engaged in putting gold watches, 
customers’ repair work and all the more 
valuable stock in the safes for the night, as 
is their custom. 

Mr. Bryan smelled smoke and then saw 
a thin whisp curling up from the floor at 
the rear of the store. He told Mr. Banks 
of this and the latter started into the base- 
ment to make an investigation. He could 


not get down the steps because the fire and 
smoke were so great that nothing could live 
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there. He said later all the fire was then 
near the furnace and it is supposed this is 
where the blaze originated, but how it start- 
ed is more than the members of the firm 
could say. 

Mr. Banks ran back and he and Mr. 
Bryan closed and locked the safes. They 
then ran to the 5th St. side of the building, 
thinking that through a cellar door opening 
off the street they could get at the fire. 
When the cellar door was opened it was 
found the cellar was a roaring furnace and 
that the rear end of it was a mass of fire. 

The smoke then started to roll from the 
upper floors. People passing in Market St. 
saw this and looked at it, but apparently no 
one ever thought of sending in an alarm. 
Just a few minutes before this an alarm had 
been sent in from box 32, at 6th and Tat- 
nall Sts. 

In the meantime a reporter for the Wil- 
mington Morning News had started out to 
investigate this fire when he saw the smoke 
coming from the Baynard building. He ran 
to the city hall and sent in an alarm from 
box 2. About the same time someone at 
ith and Market Sts. sent in an alarm from 
box 9 at that corner. This caused some 
confusion in the alarms, but the several 
companies were quickly on the scene. Those 
companies that had gone to box 32 hurried 
down 5th St. to Market. 

Something apparently went wrong with 
the water supply, however, for there was a 
delay in getting a stream into service. Even 
when the engines did start to pump they 
did not have enough water to force a stream 
into the building for several minutes. 

In the Baynard store the silverware de- 
partment and the optical department were 
on the first floor. The cut glass department 
was in the front end of the basement and 
the china department was on the second 
floor. The third floor was a sort of store- 
room and the fourth floor was the work- 
shops. The fim had just stocked up for its 
Christmas trade and Samuel H. Baynard 
estimated the value of this stock at about 
$100,000. On this he said he did not think 
the firm had enough insurance to cover one- 
tenth of the loss. He did not have enough 
insurance on the building to cover the dam- 
age to the property. The stock included 


diamonds and precious stones in all sizes 
and of all values, gold watches, rings, pins, 
bracelets, chains and other jewelry It 


also included silverware of every kind, as 
well as a quantity of valuable cut glass and 
chinaware. 

The precious stones and other jewelry, 
such as gold watches, etc., are believed to 
be intact in the safes, which were not dam- 
aged. The cut glass probably is melted or 
cracked by the heat and the heat also dam- 
aged the chinaware as the silver. 
The quality or character of the stock 1s 
what makes the loss so heavy. The 
to the building will be heavy, for the in- 
terior is badly gutted. 

The building was built 
Mr. Baynard and he was the first occupant 
of it. His anniversary was Dec. 1, last 
Wednesday. He never had a fire before. 
He said last night he never considered that 
they carried any inflammable material or 
that the building was so inflammable that 
heavy fire insurance was necessary. 

During the fire Mr. Baynard asked that

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the press his appreciation of the 
work done by the local firemen and police 
“It 1s not the loss that worries me, but the 
fact that some of the men who braved the 
Hames and smoke came out with injuries. 
We can replace the damage done to the 
stock, but we cannot repay the men who 
suffered injuries. 

‘The prompt work of the police in throw 
ing out the fire lines,” said Mr. Baynard, 
““was an admirable piece of work when the 
fact is considered that it has been several 
years since they were called upon to do 
service in that line to the extent of last 
night. Too much cannot be said of the 
work of the firemen. They fought an uphill 
fight and I congratulate them for holding 
the damage of the fire and water within 
our own building. 

“Tt am sorry for our neighbors that our 
trouble has caused them a slight. incon- 
venience, but I hope that they will soon 
be able to resume their business in some- 
thing like normal order. 

“As for our loss, although it is great, it 
will not worry us. We have had 31 
of uninterrupted success and the loss of the 
present year will be made up for by the 
past period of prosperity.” 

Samuel H. Baynard, Jr., appeared on the 
scene early in the evening and rendered aid 
to the men overcome by the smoke. 

Members of the firm ordered sandwiches 
and coffee for the firemen and these were 
distributed by Clarence Holt and William 
G. Bryan throughout the progress of the 
fire. 

Walter S. Butler paid a high tribute to 
the firemen for the very effective work they 
did in combating the blaze.

This article is written by Professor rank 
B. Wade, a — as well as a scientific 


expert on gems, whose many articles

His present contribution 
should be carefully studied and kept for 
future reference, as Professor Wade sum-

reproductions which have come from the 
laboratory ot man. 


As brought out in the editor’s note pre- 
ceding the article, Professor Wade simply 
considers the differences that exist between 
the true sapphires and rubies of nature and 
what may be termed real synthetics—those 
that simulate gems absolutely in the essen- 
tial characteristics, such as specific gravity, 
dichronism, index of refraction and other 
optical properties—and he gives the differ- 
ences between such stones which appear to 
the observer under a minute or muicro- 
scopical examination. With the imitation 
or false samc stone his article has little 
to do, because he takes it for granted that 
the jeweler is able to make such preliminary 
tests as will quickly distinguish from the 
real stone one that simulates it only in color 
and has not the hardness, weight, etc., of 
the natural gem or has properties which 
the natural gem does not possess. The 
author lays particular emphasis on what 
might be called the defects of nature in pro- 
ducing gems which are not apparent in the 
synthetic reproductions, and points out, as 
well, the structural differences which result 
from the methods by which the nature- 
made and man-made gems are produced. 


There is one point, however, which the 
dealer should always take into consideration 
in the examination of stones, and that is, 
that no definite determination is possible 
by the amateur who is not thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the natural gem. In fact, it 1s 
the knowledge and familiarity with the nat- 
ural gem that is possessed by the expert 
that gives him the opportunity of appre- 
ciating the differences pointed out in Pro- 
fessor Wade's article. The expert will 
often recognize a difference without being 
able to tell wherein it lies. It may be the 
slight difference or variation of the luster 
the unfamiliar appearance of the crystalline 
structure, or a difference in the dispersion 
of light which his eye appreciates, but 
which he cannot definitely describe, that will 
give him the warning that makes him put 
the stone in een under examination. 
The first requisite therefore, in applying 
such tests is a general knowledge at least 
of the genuine stones, and, better yet, a 
general knowledge of the synthetic stones 
that are on the market as well. To such 
dealers as have this knowledge the infor- 
mation contained on pages 43 and 45 will

As has been previously noted 1n I 
nal, there are, unfortunately, a lar; ge num- 
ber of stones upon the market sold and 
handled as “synthetic” or “scientific” rubie 
or sapphires which by no stretch of the 
imagination can be considered to be prop- 
erly entitled to the name.

Any jeweler 
with a rudimentar} knowledge of gems or 
even a beginner who possesses a dichro- 
scope and refractometer and has learned to 
determine specific gravity should be able 
to detect such spurious imitations at once.

the entire industry, that would take advan- 
tage of every kind of legitimate support to 
the publicity proposition that could be ot- 
fered. The attempt by the officers of the 
sureau to prevent any publicity but their 
own, and the fact that they tried to elimi- 
nate all publicity work except that which 
might come through their Bureau (although 
no jewelry publicity has been obtained by 
the Bureau since its organization), coupled 
with the fact that the Bureau has done 
nothing in the way of getting a permanent 
organization, discouraging effect 
on all interested in real publicity for the 
trade.

The banner 
month previously was November, 1909,

()f the unusual total reported by t2e ap- 
praiser the value of the cut stones and 
pearls is given as $3,913,272, as against 
$855,010 a year ago and $595,071 in Novem- 
ber, 1913, while the value of the uncut 
stones, duuuable at 10 per cent. (principally 
rough diamonds), is given as $1,119,277, as 
against $169,913 a vear ago and $316,327 in 
1913. In addition to these there were im- 
ported last month uncut gems free of duty, 
principally stones used for mechanical pur- 
poses, to the value of $24,203.

can the cut glass manufacturer 
business with the retail 
jeweler ? 

This is a question that every cut glass 
manufacturer may readily ask himself, and 
in many answer must be that 
he is not doing the business he could with 
jewelers because he 1s not appealing to 
them in the right way. That the jeweler 
can handle cut glass in a larger volume 
than he is handling it at present, has been 
demonstrated in years gone by, when the 
jeweler was practically the only link be- 
tween the manufacturer and the ultimate 
purchaser. that time it has been 
taken up by department stores and the 
volume of business done by jewelers in cut 
glass has appreciably fallen off, although 
during the past six months it has been 
noted by manufacturers that jewelers have 
been ordering cut glass in larger quantities. 

The constant appeal that THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR has been making to its subscrib- 
ers and the jewelry trade in general to pay 
more attention to the cut glass branch ot 
their business undoubtedly is responsible to 
a large extent for this increase in business, 
but still the manufacturers themselves are 
not doing their share to make this cam- 
paign as successful as it should be. They 
are not using all the resources at their 
command to encourage the jeweler to handle 
cut glass in a more progressive manner. 

Opportunities have been given by the 
dozen to put their merchandise before the 
retail jeweler in other ways than by actual 
solicitation. Almost every State has its re- 
tail jewelers’ association which periodically 
has a convention at which exhibitions of 
some kind are held. Some one or two ot 
the more enterprising manufacturers will 
be there showing their goods and natur- 
ally will receive quite a little support at 
the hands of the members of the associa- 
tion, who, in many cases, may feel obligated 
as members of the association to Support 
those concerns which support the retailers’ 
organization. 

These men are wise in their generation 
and are reaping the benefit of their fore- 
sight. Opportunities have been given each 
manufacturer to write articles of interest 
on the cut glass industry and its various 
ramifications, as applied to the jewelry busi- 
ness. These opportunities have not been 
grasped in the manner that they should

have been. True, some one or two, who 
have been able to see the advantage to 
accrue from such general publicity to the 


cut glass industry at large and are public 
spirited enough to give sufficient time to 
this matter, have taken advantage of this 
means of endeavoring to reinstate the cut 
glass industry in the good graces of the 
jeweler, and there is no doubt but that the 
good that they have been doing in this 
regard, in conjunction with the work that 
has been done by THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
is now being felt, not only by them, but 
by other manufacturers of cut glass who 
have approached the jewelry trade for 
business. True, that of the 10,000 to 15,000 


jewelers throughout the country, a certain 
proportion of them are not desirable cus- 
tomers to have on one’s books; others do 
not handle cut glass at all, but there 1s left 
a certain proportion who are most desirable 
customers and who do handle cut glass. 
These make a very respectable aggrega- 
tion of tradesmen with whom cut glass 
manufacturers would be very pleased to do 
business, and it is these enterprising jewel- 
ers that the cut glass manufacturers should 
appeal to in an intelligent manner. 

There are many high-class jewelers as 
well as those in only moderate circum- 
stances who could be induced to handle 
cut glass were it put to them in the right 
light. Cut glass manufacturers should put 
themselves in the position of educators or 
teachers. The lack of a proper display of 
cut glass by retail jewelers is appalling, 
and it is in this direction that a represen- 
tative of a cut glass manufacturer can do 
much to help the jewelers. The cut glass 
salesman at the same time can grasp the 
opportunity to cement a business friend- 
ship and put himself in the way of getting 
larger orders. By the intimate knowledge 
that he is able to impart to his jeweler 
customer, he will put that customer in a 
position to talk more intelligently to his 
woman patron who does not know why a 
piece of cheap cut glass sold at the depart- 
ment store should not be just as good as 
a piece that a jeweler will ask much more 
for. These salesmen should not only be 
representatives of their houses, but they 
should take the time and trouble to ex- 
plain to their customers the various proc- 
esses through which a piece of glass has 
to go before it arrives at the final beauti- 
ful stage of completed perfection. 

A salesman who is traveling from city 
to city sees the various methods of dis- 
playing cut glass and can suggest to jewel- 
ers, who are making a poor display, how 
their stock may be arranged so as to be 
more attractive and to create a more fav- 
orable impression upon the _ prospective 
purchaser who visits the store. 

The salesman can how some 
pieces may be displayed at a certain height, 
so as to meet the line of vision where they 
will be naturally seen when in use. He 
can explain how others should be placed 
flat on a table where the design will show 
to better advantage. The pattern is usual- 
ly applied on cut glass where it shows 
best when the article is in the position 
that it occupies when in use. A sandwich 
plate, bowl or nappy will look more attrac- 
tive when on a flat surface beneath the 
eye, while a goblet, the pattern of which 
is more discernible when raised before the 
eye in the position natural to act of drink- 
ing, will look better on a shelf that 1s 
along the line of vision of a person when 
standing erect. Vases, too, are better in 
an elevated position. There are a hundred 
and one little things that can be suggested 
by a salesman which will enable his cus- 
tomer to so arrange his display that his 
will be increased materially. This 


suggest 


sales 
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will result because each piece is displayed 
to its full advantage by virtue of being 
placed in the position in which it shows 
best. To crowd a show case or show win- 
dow to such an extent that most of the 
beauty of the pieces is shut off, is not wise. 
A window devoted to two or three pieces 
is often more attractive than one that 
shows a great and varied assortment. 

If manufacturers would take the trou- 
ble to talk with their salesmen along these 
lines, get them to take more interest in 
each individual customer and help him in 
the sale of his commodity, they would find 
orders materially increasing, and, further- 
more, would make such fast friends of 
customers that a small difference of price 
would not cause them to transfer their 
trade to other manufacturers.

Some members of the jewelry trade are 
averse to special sales, and believe that no 
concessions in price should be offered as a 


means ot bringing in trade. Others favor 
a regular orgy of cut prices once in several 
years, by means of the auction route, so as 
to clean out their stocks and start fresh. 
There is a happy medium between these 
two extremes, however. The jeweler has 
a legitimate reason for special sales. Sil- 
verware and other metal goods deteriorate 
in stock and odd pieces accumulate. Pat-

the salesman may be receiving from other 
sources at that particular moment. 

Failure to get in money from charge ac- 
counts 1s much to inefficient and 
slovenly work in the collections department 
as anything else. Certainly it is not always 
the tault of the customer. As suggested 
above, most people expect to pay their bills, 
but as the average American is inclined to 
extravagance, concerns whose claims are 
presented most effectively to his attention 
are going to get their money first.

Hence having a good collector is just as 
important as having a good salesman. In 
fact, there is no reason why the same man 
should not act in both capacities. A store 
which has been particularly successful in 
getting the money from its slow-pay cus- 
tomers, who are considered good risks, but 
usually “take their time” about paying, has 
used the plan of having one of its best 
salesmen go out on the street as a collector 
whenever business in the store is slow. 

As every jeweler knows, there are hours 
in every day, and days in every month, 
when business is dull. There is no reason 
why the salesmen should be allowed to sit 
around and twiddle their thumbs; but if 
these moments are made use of in calling 
on customers and presenting the store’s 
bills, it will be found that the amount of 
bills receivable can ge greatly reduced, 
and that the needs of the jeweler, from the 
standpoint of borrowing from the bank, 
will be greatly reduced. 

This is an important aspect of the ques- 
tion. Even assuming that all of the accounts 
on the books will be paid without effort on 
the part of the jeweler—and this is taking 
the optimistic view of the situation—al- 
lowing customers to delay payment unrea- 
sonably simply means that a large part of 
the working capital of the store is tied up 
in accounts. The larger this amount is, the 
more necessary it is likely to be for the 
jeweler to borrow money from the bank. 
Six per cent. interest on borrowed money 
doesn’t seem like a great deal, but, like 
many other items of overhead expenses, it 
comes out of net profits.

In short, he can be more valuable to the 
store when he is in touch with its cus- 
tomers, by being out on the street, than he 
can possibly be inside the store, when busi- 
ness is dull and customers are few and far 
between.

In every community there are a certain 
number of “cranks.” This cannot be denied, 
but they are not found only in the ranks 
of the customers of the store. Many of 
them are behind the counters, in the ranks 
of both merchants and clerks. 

This is not written as an excuse for the 
cranky customer by any means. The crank 
in any walk in life may have his use, but 
deliver us from the real cranky customer. 
The writer remembers an old fellow who 
used to bother the life out of an old boss of 
his. At last the «ld fellow and the old 
boss had a set-to. The boss offered him 
a dollar a month if he would stay out of 
the store. The offer was accepted on the 
spot, but it failed to keep the old fellow 
out because he had to come in every month 
to get his money. But the boss would not 
sell him anything. He was given his money 
and had to turn “right around and walk 
right out again.” 

This, while not a good thing for any 
merchant to do, in this case proved a 
splendid advertisement. There had been 
customers in the store when the row was 
on and they knew of the agreement, and 
they told everyone else. The store was 
well advertised and the merchant got his 
dollar a month back in that way. 

But when the subject is gone into care- 
fully it will be found that many cranky 
customers have been made cranky by the 
merchant and his staff of clerks. A per- 
fectly congenial customer can secure such 
service in the modern store that she will 
become the veriest crank. In the large 
department store she meets with indolent 
indifference many times, or the other ex- 
treme, and is treated to an exhibition of 
fawning solicitude. If she does not buy 
what is offered the first time, she 1s stag- 
gered with a withering glance and greeted 
with the stereotyped announcement, “That 
is all we have, at present,’ while her fel- 
low clerk is told in audible and caustic 
tones that “the old bear didn’t want to buy 
anyway.” 

In another store, an exclusive store this 
time, she is frankly laughed at for asking 
for some article, the particular store coes 
not stock. ‘Why, we couldn’t sell anything 
like that—here.” She does not buy any- 
thing and hears the comment of the sales- 
man as he mutters a tirade of abuse to his 
fellow worker.

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The Chronometer and Its Escapement. 





Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular by Felix B. Pyms. 
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O F all mechanical, scientific instruments 

that have been invented and made by 
man, representing the outcome of human 
labor, perseverance, industry and ingenuity, 
the chronometer stands among the fore- 
most. To Le Roy 1s accredited the inven- 
tion of this mechanical masterpiece, about 


1765. It was subsequently improved upon 
by John Arnold and Thomas Earnshaw, 
about 1780. Great rivalry existed at that 


period for the reward of a money prize 
that was granted by the British Parliament 
for the invention of an instrument or meth- 
od that would determine the longitude at 
sea to within half a degree, that is, 30 geo- 
graphical miles. This means not more than 
an error of two minutes in several months, 
which is the time taken by the earth to 
rotate through half a degree of longitude. 
It fell to the lot of John Harrison, a fa- 
mous horologist of the past, after 
trials and tribulations, to secure this mone- 
tary prize, which amounted to over $50,000. 

The main feature of the chronometer is 
its escapement, which is an absolutely de- 
tached one. A detached or dead-beat es-

Chis escapement is not adapted for 
pocket watches, except when carried by 
men who thoroughly understand how it 


should be treated and are very careful in 
using it properly. The best escapement for 
the average wearer is the lever escapement. 


The detent or spring-detent escapement 
also requires the very best of workman- 
ship in its adjustment and construction.

The detent escapement may be 
two different forms which constitute 


different varieties now in common use. 
They are the pivoted and spring-detent es- 
capements. lhe pivoted detent has the 
detent mounted on an axis or staff. A 
straight spring fixed to the plate or by a 
flat spiral spring to the axis causes the 
arm of the pivoted detent, against which 
the wheel locks, to be brought back to its 
former position of rest whenever displaced. 
This escapement is mostly used in France 
and has proved itself very successful. 

The spring-detent, as its name indicates, 
has attached to the detent a flexible blade 


or spring in place of the staff. In reality 
it is a prolongation of the detent. One end, 
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ESCAPE MENT, 

the farthest from the balance staff and

The action of the detent escapement is 
a very simple one. However, though sim- 
ple, it will not allow of any error in the 
application of its principles or of any in- 
ferior, careless workmanship. It also neces- 
sitates an isochronal balance spring and 
compensation balance, which require care- 
ful adjustment. The escapement consists 
of the following parts. Referring to the 
drawing, they are: 

A. A flat wheel with poin‘ed teeth, 15

B. The impulse roller 

C. The impulse pallet

The following description and actton of 
the various parts of the spring-detent es- 
capemen: will easily be understood by those 
not familiar with the opera ion and con 
struction of this escapement if reference

The detent is supported to the upper 
plate by I, which is firmly screwea to the 
plate. Toward the other end is located the 


locking stone E, which is contarned in a 
pipe. Extending from this is the horn or 
nose of the detent [, against which the un- 
locking or gold spring J rests. This spring 
is screwed to the detent, its location being 
plainly visible. The escape wheel has just 
given impulse ‘o the pallet C and the tooth 
T is about to be locked by Ee whic? 1S 
there ready and waiting. On the return 
vibration, which is termed a dumb one on 
account of its receiving no impulse, the 
unlocking pallet D' presses against the tip 
or extremity of the gold spring, wich im- 
mediately gives way, but without disturb- 
ing in any manner the position of the de- 
tent. During this interval of time the tooth 
T has been resting against the locking 
stone. Returning once more, however, the 
discharging or unlocking pallet presses 
against the gold spring once again, but this 
time the spring presses against the horn 
of the detent I, deflecting 1¢ until the tooth 
T escapes off the locking stone. As soon 
as the discharging pallet releases the detent 
the latter springs back to its original posi- 
tion, ready to receive the next tooth of 
the wheel. The set screw K regulates the 
amount of locking on which the pipe of 
the detent butts. This is essential, as it 
prevents the locking stone being drawn 
too far into the wheel, besides allowing of 
adjustment. It will be noted that the im- 
pulse roller is planted so as to intersect 
the path of the escape wheel as much as 
possible, so that by the time the unlocking 
is completed the impulse pallet will have 
passed far enough in front of the incom- 
ing escape-wheel tooth to give it a firm 
hold. The escape wheel overtakes the im- 
pulse pallet C and gives it impulse, con- 
tinuing to do so until their contact ceases 
owing to the divergence of their paths. 
When the unlocking pallet reaches the un-

locking spring the balance spring is at rest, 
but the balance, owing to its momentum. 
does not stop. It continues to uncoil the 
balance spring until its momentum 1s ex- 
hausted. The effort of the balance spring, 
however, to revert itself to its normal state 
produces another vibration. The wheel is 
again unlocked and the impulse pallet re- 
ceives another blow or impulse. Although 
the balance receives impulse in only one 
direction, the escape wheel makes a rota- 
tion in just the same time as with a lever 
escapement. This is easily understood, be- 
cause in this escapement—detent—the whole 
space between two teeth passes every time 
the wheel is unlocked. An important fea- 
ture of this escapement is that no oil is 
required on any part except on the pivots 
of the balance, escape wheel and pivoted 
detent. Disregard of this essential feature 
will be a continual source of trouble to the 
watchmaker 

The gold spring should be directed to- 
ward the center of the balance staff. The 


action of the spring should be equally di- 
vided hetween the line of centers Some 
authorities assert that the action when be- 
fore the line of centers 1s more advan- 
tageous; others, equally authoritative, as- 
sert to the contrary. The matter is de- 
batable. A difference in the mode of action 
might be caused by an alteration of the 
direction of the spring, also the manner 
in which the small acting extremities are 
rounded. 

The lifting angle adopted by the old 
makers was about 60 degrees, but the angle 
adopted by modern makers has been re- 
duced to one of 45 degrees. This reduction 
secures a less oblique action to the line 
of centers. The character of the lead and 
friction is also more satisfactory, including 
the effect of the oil resistance being less- 
ened.

Nickel Deposits in Heavy Layers. 


HERE certain kinds of patterns are 

used that are produced by the deposit 
of nickel on the plaster casts in question not 
much after-working is necessary, and if the 
pattern to be used is exactly made the 
nickel electrotype made from it can be used 
in the engraving machine at once without 
any working over. [ will describe, says a 
writer in the Deutsche Goldschmiede Zei- 
tung, a nickel bath with which the strong- 
est and most exact nickel deposits can be 
obtained. 

Preparation of the Nickel Bath.—First 
precipitate a solution of nickel sulphate 
with the aid of sodium carbonate, also in 
solution, and then wash and filter the nickel 
carbonate with distilled water until the re- 
action of the washing water with barium 
chloride shows no more sodium sulphate. 
The quantities hereafter given are calcu- 
lated tor two liters of bath fluid. All the 
products employed must be chemically pure. 

lirst prepare a lukewarm solution of 350 
grams sodium carbonate in one liter of 
water; pour it into a lukewarm solution of 
600 grams of crystallized nickel sulphate 
in 5.0 liters of water; wash and filter as 
above described. 
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Preparation of Fluorboric Acid and 
Nickel Fluorborate—Place in 250 grams of 
boiling water 130 grams of boric acid; stir 
it well, allow it to cool, and pour into a 
rubber receptacle. The boric acid thus 
separated from water can be readily dis- 
solved in 28 grams of fluorhydric acid, 
into which it is slowly poured, stirring con- 
stantly. 

As soon as all the boric acid is dissolved 
add little by little nickel carbonate, which 
also dissolves. When all the nickel carbo- 
nate has been introduced and the develop- 
ment of gas has ceased the dissolved nickel 
carbonate is vigorously rubbed down and 
the fluid is poured into a receptacle and 
stirred for 20 hours by means of a me- 
chanical device so that the fluorboric acid 
is completely saturated. Then the surplus 
nickel carbonate is washed and filtered out 
and the solution diluted to two liters. It 
must have at ordinary temperature a den- 
sity of 1.08 to 1.09, and must show a slightly 
alkaline or at least neutral reaction. This 
bath would still give hard deposits with a 
tendency to flake off. 

The bath is therefore electrolyzed with 
an anode of cast nickel and a cathode of 
equal surface for three to four days, or 
longer if the products employed and the 
anodes were not perfectly pure. 

The current strength to be used is one 
ampere for an anode surface of 145 « 189 
millimeters. The electrode distance must 
not be more than four centimeters. This 
bath is now adapted to produce nickel de- 
posits of any desired thickness on metal, as 
well as on ware or plaster impressions. As 
is well known, the deposit on the latter 1s 
only obtained progressively, beginning at 
the edges and gradually extending to the 
center of the model. Such a model 1s 
usually encircled by a copper wire that 
is temporarily immersed and receives the 
current from a heavy copper wire, around 
which it is wound, and which seems to 
support the model. This bath deposits 
nickel directly on cast iron and aluminium. 
It is most advantageous to use anodes of 
cast nickel. The preparation of such a 
bath may appear somewhat complicated to 
some; in reality, however, it is not difficult 


to prepare it.
